Lord George Hamilton, Mr Faweett, Mr 
Laing, Mr Arthur Balfour, and Mr Bourke 
wero the chief speakers who preceded.

But 
Jthe addresses of the Secretary of State for 
Inslia and the leader of the Opposition were 
the most important and the most interest- 
ing. Lord Hartington taunted Mr Stan- 
hope with the studied cantidn shown in the 
language of his motion, which said. nothing 
more than that under existing circumstan- 
ces it was not wiso'to withdraw, and which 
offered 4 marked contrast to the wncompro- 
mising denunciations recently henped upon 
the’ Government for their Afghan policy. 
Upon this subject Lord Hartington gave 
some important information. ‘* Hor Ma- 
jesty's Government,” he said, “ have never 
issued any express direction that immediate 
retiremont is to take place.” As an argu- 
ment for tho speedy evacuation of Kanda- 
har, he urged that if we were to .atay there 
mauch longer it would be.necessary to incur 
great expenses in the erection of fortifica- 
tions and barracks, and that this would im- 
mensely increase the difliculties of with- 
drawal. He maintained ‘that there could 
be no strong Government in Afghanistan so 
long aa we vemained at Kandahar, though 
he admitted that the immediate sequel of 
our departure thence might be disturbance. 
He pointed out the fact that the members 
of the Indian Government who objected to 
the Ministerial policy were the nominees of 
Lord Lytton, and he adduced documentary 
evidence of the atatement that Sir Donald 
Stewart considers the retention of Kanda-
